SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick entitled Luis der Lutscher would likely be classified as objectionable if it 
were submitted under si 3(1) of the Film, Videos and Publications Classification Act 
1993 (FVPC Act). The slick promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes, and would fall under the deeming provision s3(2)(a) of the FVPC 
Act. Therefore in accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Regulations 1994 the slick is not approved. 

The slick contains a descriptive blurb in English and German describing the 
associated video recording. The blurb refers to “boys” and describes their sexual 
activity in an explicit manner intended to arouse the reader. The front and back covers 
contain photographic images of young adolescent males engaging in sexual activity. 
The slick caters to people with a sexual interest in young persons, and validates this 
interest. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been 
considered in relation to this slick. Flowever, si 4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to 
Luis der Lutscher because it has been determined that s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act 
applies. This provision overrides si4 of the NZBR Act because it is a deeming 
provision, which cannot be a given meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
